‘New San Antonio Dam 
Reaches Plan Stage 


NEW SITE FOR DAM 
TO SAVE PROPERTY; 
COST TO BE LESS 


Revised plans for the relocated 
San Antonio canyon flood control 
dam provisionally approved by the 
advisory engineering committee 
of the county flood control district 
reveal that the dam project which 
was to have cost $13,000,000 may 
be completed with a smaller ex- 
penditure. 

Original plans called for 4 dam 
structure 90 feet in height, where- 
as new plans project a dam 120 
feet in height, but of much shorter 
length. Toward its cost, Congress 
had authorized $6,500,000, with 
$150,000 appropriated for explora- 
tory work and preliminary sur- 
vey a 





OBJECTIONS SOLVED 

Proposed relocation of the dam, 
ag announced in The News several 
weeks ago, will place the dam 
about a half mile farther up the 
canyon, so that its lower works 
would not extend below Twenty- 
fifth street, This change in the 
plans by army engineers so as to 
remove the lower works of the 
dam from the area near Twenty- 
third street overcomes widespread 
objection which had been raised 
‘by property owners as well as on 
the part of the flood control dis- 
trict. 

WATER FLOW PROTECTED 

It was recommended by the 
flood control district board that at 
least two of the six-by-nine-foot 
gates remain open at all times for 
continuous flow of water into the 
spreading area below and that the 
debris wier in the spreading basin 
be so constructed as not to im- 
pound all of the water even in dry 
years. 

Retained in the new plans is an 
extensive earthen dike along the 
west side of San Antonio wash to 
prevent the flow of water into 
Claremont and Pomona. Both these 
areas suffered damage during the 
flood of 1938.

Tax Liability for 
Return Is Based 
On Gross Income 








A very arresting fact in the 


1941 income tax law is the lower- | 


ing of the personal exemption 
from $800 to $750 for a single 
person, and from $2,000 to $1,500 
for a married person or the head 
of a family, and the change in the 
basis for determining liability for 
a return. 

Every citizen or resident of the 
United States must file an. in- 
come tax return, if single, or not 
living with husband or wife, and 
his or her gross income is $750 or 
over; or if married and living with 
husband or wife and his or her 
gross income equals or exceeds 
$1,500; or if both have gross in- 
come, and the combined gross in- 
come or husband and wife equals 
$1,500 or over. Thus single per- 
sons or married persons not liv- 
ing with husband or wife, who 
earn as much as $14.43 a week 
for the 52 weeks of the year, and 
married persons living together 
who have aggregate earnings of 
as much as $28.85 a week for the 
year, are required to file returns. 

Tt matters not if the return dis- 
closes that, by reason of allow- 
able deductions, or the credit for 
personal exemption or far a de- 
pendent or dependents, the indi- 
vidual has no tax to pay; the gross 
income of such persons must be 
reported to the government,
